factured here, and so far the pro-
duct has been eagerly snapped up
by Jjobbers and hardware dealérs
for resale to' the trade. Of a
superior quality, and a moderate
price,. the hose is meeting with a
ready distribution.

At present only the three-quar-
ter ‘inch hose is being made, but
as the business warrnntn it other
sizes will be added.

The D. & M. Mnehgnc ‘Works
devotes itself principally to the
manufacture. of oil well pistons
and rods and its product is known
all over the world wherever ofl
wells are drilled and pumiping,
The piston, of cast steel, is {faced
